Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-1 2, 22-23 and 28-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to clearly teach or fairly suggest a configuration of a 
device and a combination of logical sequent steps of a method for testing a data 
carrying service operating over a telecommunications line, as recited in the independent 
claims 1, 3, 22, 37 and 38. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to clearly teach or 
fairly suggest the features of "said at least connector connects said data carrying 
service telecommunications line to one test circuit at a time; said processor is 
operable to control the operation of a plurality of said test circuits in a 
predetermined sequence; and said data carrying service remains connected to 
said connection means as each of said plurality of test circuits is operable in said 
predetermined sequence", as substantially described and connected to apparatus and 
method claims 1 and 37. Furthermore, the prior art of record fails to clearly teach or 
fairly suggest the features of "said processor is operable to control the parallel 
operation of said plurality of test circuits; and said data carrying service remains 
connected to each said connector as each of said plurality of test circuits is 
operable", as substantially described and connected to apparatus and method claims 3 
and 38.
